As Free was leaving, Marshall ran 
to the edge of the street and picked 
up the revolver. 
Free was not stop­ 
ped by the bullets, but one of them 
1 struck him, inflicting a Mesh wound. 
Marshall was put to bed at the gar 
age, where lie lives, and a physician 
was sent for at Santa Ana. 
The phy­ 
sician arrived a few minutes before 
Deputy Sheriff Murray, who also went 
from Santa Ana. 
Free was taken to 
jail, arriving here about 12 o'clock.

found him.

Now if every able-bodied 
citizen 
did his duty like a man and a patriot, 
and took the slight time and trouble 
; required for voting, without having to 
j be cajoled, begged, bought, or bullied

But if a large section of the 
! voters neglect their duty, fail to take 


I an interest in politics, some one per­

Span of Life Third More Than Men’s 
Say Statistics of Nation’s In­ 
surance Companies 


PARIS, Sept. 27.—The statistics of 
FTench insurance companies prove be­ 
yond question that women live long­ 
er than men and the 
feminine 
ad­ 
vantage in longevity is not a m atter 
of a few months, or even years. Thus, 
the average age of death for women 
annuitants on the books of one com­ 
pany is 70 years and for men a bare 
50. 
Another company has several cen­ 
tenarians, all w’omen, on its books. 
Asked to assign reasons 
for 
the 
greater longevity of women, a dis­ 
tinguished doctor attributed the fact 
to the difference in the lives led by 
the two 
sexes. 
“Men 
live 
much 
harder,'1 he said. 
"They smoke too 
much, they drink too 
much, 
they 
even, 
although 
rarely, 
work 
too 
much. 
“Women are 
much 
wiser.

The total value of the crop 
iu Southern California win go over 
93,000,000. 
Orange 
county growers 
will produce upward of a million dol­ 
lars worth of walnuts and plantations 
in and about this city, Orangethorpe, 
Fullerton, Placentia 
and 
La Habra 
will total more than half this latter 
figure. 
The crop is lighter than last 
year, but quality is equal to that of 
last season, which was the best in 
many years. 
Prices 
have not yet 
yet been set, but the association will 
propably agree upon figures early in 
October. 
It is believed prices will 
range up to those of last year, which 
were 14 cents for first-class softshells, 
and in some sections, it is held, the 
rate may be a shade higher. 
Grow­ 
ers have discarded the old method of 
fixing prices and will this year pro­ 
ceed in like manner to 
the 
citrus 
growers’ exchange. 
In former years 
prices agreed upon between growers 
and brokers were subjected to a cut 
if market conditions failed, while on 
the other hand, if m arkets strength­ 
ened, brokers received the 
advance. 
Last year after the brokers agreed to 
take the entire 
association’s 
crop, 
markets weakened and they asked low 
rates. 
When this was refused them 
by the growers, a large part of the 
crop went into 
warehouses. 
Thou­ 
sands of tons were thus held in stor­ 
age until recently. 
Last week the 
Anaheim assqclation sold IOO tons at 
13 cents, cleaning up 
last 
season’s 
output. 
Money from this sale com­ 
ing here 
aggregates 
926,000. 
The 
number of nuts beld in warehouses 
since the slump in price last winter, 
was a large portion of the total out­ 
put and more than a million dollars 
were thus tied up. 
These nuts are 
now moving out freely, and will prob­ 
ably be entirely disposed of before 
the new crop is ready for sale. 
“Purchasers of nuts this year will 
receive more for their money than in 
any former season,’’ said J. B. Neff, 
who began harvesting operations in 
his large orchard southwest of town 
on Monday. “Shells are thinner than 
I ever saw them before, while meats 
are fully up to the 
high 
standard 
scored last year. Quality of last sea­ 
son’s output was the best 
in many 
years, but this year’s crop is, so far as 
I can learn, fully up to that standard. 
The crop is shorter than last year, 
and I think that satisfactory prices 
will be received. We have discarded 
antiquated methods of 
disposing of 
our crop, and will henceforth mar 
ket along plans so 
successfully 
in 
use by the citrus growers, 
i look for 
better results all around 
aqd I be­ 
lieve conditions East are such as to 
w arrant the hope that the entire crop 
will be moved before Christmas.’’

How does 
this strike the grower as a business 
proposition? 
If the association price 
should be 14 cents per pound, th^n 
the tables are turned against the out­ 
sider still more. 
The member will re­ 
ceive 6260.00 per ton for No. I. 
The 
outsider will get 6249.00 for orchard 
run. To come out as low on the price, 
the m em bers’ nuts would 
have 
to 
show as high as 18 per cent or 360 
pounds to the ton of No. 2 nuts. 
Al­ 
ways, he will get all that is corning 
to him. 
So, if I have any business advice to 
give to the newcomer walnut grower, 
it is this: 
Consider carefully 
the 
proposition that will be made to you 
on the outside. 
If you do not want to 
let your product stand on its m erits, 
as it must in the association, 
then 
sell on the outside, if you can find 
anyone to make you the offer as re­ 
ported. 
If your nuts run more than 
300 to 360 pounds of No. 2 to the ton, 
then sell on the outside if you find 
any buyer for them who is in the 
business for his health. 
But lf you 
have good nuts or poor nuts, in case 
you are willing to have them stand on 
(heir merit, then you will fare better 
by m arketing them through the asso­ 
ciation. 
In the foregoing calculations 
I have assumed a difference of 3 cents 
per pound between No. I and No. 21 
nuts.
